She’s not sure if it’s the influence of her 

artist mother, a childhood spent hopping from 
one exotic locale to another, or the sunny California 
weather, but Christine Foley loves color. That much 
is evident from the playful, brightly hued sweaters 
she designs in her San Francisco studio under the 
label Christine Foley Knitwear. “It*s probably the 
climate," she jokes. “Those heathery muted shades 
that look so wonderful in England [Foley's native 
country] just don’t work in California.” 

The knits— simple pullovers adorned with 
cheeky graphics of everything from hearts and 
flowers to airplanes and dinosaurs— do work, in 
California and everywhere else. In addition to 
her store in the prestigious Fairmont Hotel in Nob 
Hill. Christine Foley knits are sold at high-end 
stores across the U.S. and have even made television 
appearances on the backs of actors on The Cosby 
Show, thirtysomething and Living Single. Not 
bad for a career launched by happenstance. 

Though she learned to knit as a child, Foley had 
no plans to become a designer. “I grew up making 
things," she recalls. "But it wasn’t something I 
intended as a career.” After a childhood spent in 
Malaysia, Greece, Holland and other countries to 
which her parents’ work took the family, Foley settled 
in London, where she taught French, then became a 
prop buyer for film and television. In 1978, she took 
a trip to San Francisco and decided to stay put. 

Four years later she found herself itching to “make 
something” again. She taught herself to knit on a 
loom (given to her by her mother) and began crafting 
sweaters for her then i-year-old daughter, Sarah. 

“I got all kinds of comments about them when 
we went out,” she recalls. “People were always 
asking where they could get one.” So with Sarah in

tow, Foley began bringing her handiwork to shops in 
San Francisco. The stores began placing orders and 
Foley’^ knitwear business took off. *1 started out 
doing clothing just for children," says Foley, “but 
mothers were always telling me ‘I wish this came 
in my sire,’ so I started a line for women.” At 
first the adult-size sweaters were simply larger 
versions of the kids’ knits, but Foley soon found 
herself dabbling in original styles geared to 
grownups. Now the collection includes both men% 
and women's designs, plus a collection of striking 
throw pillows. “My mother always told us we could 
do anything we set our minds to," she says. “And 
I've taken that advice to heart." 

Foley also credits her mother for the darting 
teddy bear sweaters that are part of her collection. 
“My mother never threw anything away," she 
says. “She always found a use for it." Troubled 
by the amounts of yarn left over from the sweater 
production, Foley decided to use the excess to 
make miniature versions of the garments in her 
children’s line. 

“I tested the idea on my nephew, who was 
3 at the time," she says. “The look on his face 
when he realized the bear was wearing a sweater 
that matched his was priceless." Sold alone 
or in gift packs, the teddies were a huge hit 
Foley followed them up with a collection of 
striped bears knit from scraps, and she has plans 
to add more “silly animal shapes" to the line. “I 
hate to waste anything,” she says. 

The business has always been something of 
a family affair, with the line between work and 
home blurred. “When my kids were small, my 
ideas came from them," says Foley. “They’d tell 
me what they wanted and I’d design it” Foley’s 
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Get out that cable 
needle; Kathy 
Zimmerman has 
sandwiched a central 
Intertwined cable 
between two thinner 
counterparts in 
this pullover for him, 
worked in Reynolds/ 
JCA, lnc.’s “Cabana.” 
Wide ribbing gives 
the crewneck extra 
latitude.

Puttin’ on the Fringe 



Vou're saving it in uH llie mujor rushion m<igai:inei5: fringe made from fur, leather, 
suede. The next big thing is a knitted version — one you can vary signincanlly 
just by changing the Tiber, hxperimetil aith looped, bullion and beaded fringe 



and wit h different types of yarn idk or heavy sport w'eight or lighter): 
iweeds, liglit-weighi mohairs and cottons, eyelash v'iirns and more. For the 
bag shown opposite, you must craft tlie fringe before you begiii your machine 
i\ork/The limbdlish-Knil! (wwwbond-amerka.eom) makes the process last 
and fun (iiislrucUoiis for making fringe are provided opiwsile). 

'lb gel started on the machine, decide on the leiigtlt tind number 
of fringes required for your project; cast on using just the l-cord fringe as 
the lirsl row. Leave the casl-on edge of the fringe as is. and leave the cut 
end with loose stitches. Its faster to lca\'e the purl side as the right side, 
hut you can also remove the stitches lh>m the needle and insert ihe fringe 
so it appears on the right side. 






anc iwo of the hcord stitches on the Hrst needle and the set'onci hvo stitches 
second needle [t-igures ) and 2|. Continue until you have placed 
all slildies from the I-cord lengths on the needles. Hang the hem as usual, 
making sure the latches are open, and knit the first row. 



Knit rows until it's lime to add tlie next row of fringe. Hang the next row of 
fringe as you did the first rou' [I’igure 5j. Depending on ihe kiok \'ou're after, 
you may w^int to pul on fewer fringes or stagger the placement. Hold the fringes 
back against the knitting while you knit the next row [Figure 4j. Continue in 
this way until you havx- knit ihc entire project except for the binding off. 




FINISHINC: iiook the fusl stitch of a 
length of I“Cord onto the first needle. 
Stretch it as much as possible and 
hook the 1-cord w here it's stretched 
the most onto the far left-hand needle, 
making sure the row's of cording are 
straight. Using the 1 -prong tool, pick up 
Ihe stilchos from lire cording and place 
them on the needles, skipping a stitch 
w here necessary to lit [Figure 5j.
